This latter gentleman, just before the vessel took 
her final plunge, threw into the sea a corked 
bottle. It contained a torn envelope, with on it: 
“January llth. On board the London. We are just 
going down. No chance of safety. Please give this 
to Avonié Jones, Surrey Theatre, London, England.— 
Gustavus Vaughsp Brooke.” 

This message, ‘carried by bottle post to Brighton, 
was picked up on the beach there three months later 
by Mr. C. D. Elliott, of Trinity College, Cambridge, 
and by him forwarded to its destination. On its 
arrival Mrs. Brooke—whose stage namo was Avonia 
Jones—had no difficulty in recognising her husband’s 
handwriting. 

Tho record for long distance travelling yests with 
a bottle containing a missive which was thrown over- 
board from the sailing ship Norfolk, off Cape Horn, 
on July 14th, 1864, and which reached Australia 1,060 
on Inter, having drifted in the meantime upwards 

Ny . 
Drifted for 7,800 miles. 

Another remarkable journey was that which was 
accomplished by a bottle messenger dispatched on 
Jul h, 1893, from the St. Enoch, while in the Gulf 
of Guinea, and which turned up two years later in the 
Shetland Islands, after a drift of 7, miles. 

In December, 1888, a bottle came ashore on Haskeir 
Island, one of the Hebrides, bringing tidings of the 
abandonment of the schooner, W. L. Whitc, off the 
North American coast, during the previous March; 
and this news was followed, in January, 1889, by tho 
arrival at the same place of the vessel herself. Sho 
was, of course, derelict, and had evidently drifted 
across the Atlantic in the wake of the bottle. But, 
being Lgpeke we d waterlogged, she had not travelled 
quite so quickly. 

Sometimes these bottle-borne messages get into 
strange hands. On February 26th, 1894, Captain 
Farquhar, of the steamship Clansman, was hailed by 
a dusky native racing excitedly along Humara Beach, 
New Zealand. 

As the black fellow was seen to be waving aloft a 
document of some sort, a boat was put off. It was 
then found that he had in his possession a missive 
which had been thrown overboard, on Se ber 18th, 
1898, from the barque Kirkhill, from New- 
castle to Callao.
